Rules for Air Quality Control, Chapter 391-3-1, adopted pursuant to and in effect under the Act, the Permittee 
described above is issued a construction permit for: 
 
 The modification to the No. 1 Paper Machine, Recycle Mill, and associated emission units, and the 

installation and operation of a new high density (HD) pulp storage tank.

1.3 Process Description of Modification 

 

Graphic Packaging International, Inc. – Macon Mill (hereafter GPI) proposed to make modifications 

to existing equipment at the Macon Mill facility including the No. 1 Paper Machine, the Recycle 

Mill, blow heat recovery system for the Batch (chip) Digesters, and the stock preparation and 

coatings and additives equipment associated with the operation of the No. 1 Paper Machine.  GPI is 

also planning to install an additional HD pulp storage tank with a capacity of 500 tons to allow for 

additional storage of pulp.

0.082 lb/MMBtu heat input, excluding periods of startup, shutdown, and malfunction.

3.3.39 The Permittee shall only burn natural gas in the No. 1 Paper Machine (Source Code P00A) 

dryer burners.

Paper Machine (Source Code P00A).

4.1.4       The Permittee shall submit performance test results to the US EPA's Central Data Exchange 

(CDX) using the Compliance and Emissions Data Reporting Interface (CEDRI) in 

accordance with any applicable NSPS or NESHAP standards (40 CFR 60 or 40 CFR 63) 

that contain Electronic Data Reporting Requirements.  This Condition is only applicable if 

required by an applicable standard and for the pollutant(s) subject to said standard.

4.2.17 The Permittee shall conduct a tune-up on the No. 1 Paper Machine dryer burners within 24 

months of completion of the initial modifications to the No. 1 Paper Machine as part of the 

Strategic Improvement Project.   Tune-ups must be conducted no more than 24 months 

after the previous tune-up to demonstrate continuous compliance.

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PART 5.0 REQUIREMENTS FOR MONITORING (Related to Data Collection) 

 

5.1 General Monitoring Requirements 

 

5.1.1 Any continuous monitoring system required by the Division and installed by the Permittee 

shall be in continuous operation and data recorded during all periods of operation of the 

affected facility except for continuous monitoring system breakdowns and repairs. 

Monitoring system response, relating only to calibration checks and zero and span 

adjustments, shall be measured and recorded during such periods.  Maintenance or repair 

shall be conducted in the most expedient manner to minimize the period during which the 

system is out of service.

5.2 Specific Monitoring Requirements 

 

No. 1 Paper Machine 

 

5.2.13 The Permittee shall perform tune ups of the No. 1 Paper Machine dryer burners as required 

by Condition 4.2.17 in a manner consistent with good combustion practices and using the 

following procedures: 

[40 CFR 52.21(j)]   

 

a. Inspect the burner, and clean or replace any components of the burner as necessary (you 

may delay the burner inspection until the next scheduled unit shutdown).  At units 

where entry into a piece of process equipment or into a storage vessel is required to 

complete the tune-up inspections, inspections are required only during planned entries 

into the storage vessel or process equipment; 

 

b. Inspect the flame pattern, as applicable, and adjust the burner as necessary to optimize 

the flame pattern.  The adjustment should be consistent with the manufacturer’s 

specifications, if available; 

 

c. Maintain on-site and submit, if requested by the Administrator, a report containing a 

description of any corrective actions taken as a part of the tune-up.

These records shall be included in the 

report required by Condition 6.1.4 during the calendar quarter that the tune-up is 

performed.
